Eden Declares 50 Allied Airmen 


Murdered in Cold Blood by Nazis

LONDON, June 23.—Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden told a shocked and 
angry House of Commons today that 50 British and Allied air officers, including 
six Canadians, were “murdered in cold blood” in a Nazi prison camp last March, 
and promised that every German involved in the crime would be brought to jus- 


tice after the war. 

Eden declared that a complete 
chain of evidence to prove his 
charge has been established from 
the testimony of repatriated pris- 
oners and other sources to show be- 
yond dispute that the airmen were 
shot and killed by gestapo agents 
after they had tried unsuccessfully 
to escape from the prison camp, 
“Stalag Luft Third.” 

He dismissed angrily the offi- 
cial German explanation that the 
fliers were shot while attenmpt- 
ing a mass prison break. 

The murdered men, he charged, 
were not shot while trying to es- 
cape or while resisting arrest but 
were rounded up and taken-to a 
gestapo-controlled prison whence 
they subsequently were removed in 
small groups and executed,

Alberta farmers reduced their 
farm mortgage debts by more 
than 14 per cent. during 1943, and 
there will be an even greater re- 
duction this year, H. R. Lyne, 
Calgary, president of the Mort- 
gage Loans Association of Alberta 
said Friday in his presidential 
address at the opening of the as- 
sociation’s annual meeting at the 
Macdonald hotel. 


He said that the decrease in farm 
mortgage debt in the first five 
months of 1944 was as great as in 
the entire 12 months of 1943, with 
principal and interest payments re- 
ceived by life insurance, trust and 
loan companies in the first five 
months of this year being more than 
double the amount received during 
the corresponding period of last 
year. 

“Not only is the total amount of 
farm debt decreasing very rapidly, 
but. a large number of farmers are 
getting entirely free from debt. Dis-

Despite continued silence from 
government quarters as to the 
possibility of an early provincial 
general election, preparations for 
a vote are now under way, it was 
learned here Friday. 

Observers close to official quart- 
ers pick Aug. 10 as the likely elec- 
tion day, with Aug. 3 as second 
choice, 

It is pointed out that harvest 
operations will begin in the south- 
ern part of the province by the 
middle of August, and for this rea- 
son it would be desirable to hold 
the election in the first two weeks 
of the month.

Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
resumed their almost-daily bomb- 
ardment of the enemy's launching 
ramps in the Pas de Calais area this 
afternoon, dropping tans of high 
explosives on the secret emplace- 
ments with undisclosed results. 

Throughout last night a sporadic 
stream of pilotless bombers slipped 
through the coastal screen of fight- 
ers and anti-aircraft batteries to 
spread death and destruction in- 
land and the attacks continued on 
through the day. 

Observers reported that the Ger- 
mans were sprinkling a number of! 
larger and faster projectiles into 
their robot fleet, apparently carry- 
ing a heavier explosive charge. The 
new bombs were said to have a 
arger wing span and to resemble 
more closely a standard aircraft, 
but Allied fighters still were able 
to overtake and destroy many of 
them. 


GIVES DETAILS 

Morrison, who made the first} 
official disclosure of the enemy's 
new weapon in Commons last week, 
returned to the House today to re-| 
port that the week-old terror of- 
fensive had caused “little damage| 
of national importance” and has 
only “slightly” impaired public 
services in southern England.

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What is a “Task Force’’? 


If the commander of Japan's battle 
fleet was manoeuvring to find out how 
strong a “‘task force’ Admiral Nimitz had 
sent to the Mariana islands he evidently 
got the kind of information he did not 
want. In the preliminary air reconnais- 
sance-in-force he lost some 373 planes. 
Fourteen of his ships were sunk or dam- 
aged when planes from the United States 
carriers located his armada half way to the 
Philippines. For the time at least that 
quenched the Jap’s curiosity, and his fleet 
sailed away for parts unknown, 

The retreat may of course have been 
tactical, and intended to draw the-:U.S. 
vessels into an area where the advantages 
would lay with the enemy. The fact re- 
mains that a powerful Japanese naval 
force, certainly acting in concert with 
the battle fleet if not actually including it, 
declined battle, fled the region, and left the 
garrisons on the Marianas to their fate. 
There is no question as to Japanese cour- 
age or confidence in the quality of their 
ships. The plain inference is that under the 
elastic name of a “task force’ Admiral 
Nimitz has assembled a fleet on the very 
fringe of Japan's home waters which 
ie naval chiefs are chary about tack- 
ing.

Those Quebec ‘“‘Clashes” - 


Servicemen and civilians clashed again 
in Quebec, this time at Valleyfield, where 
200 airmen stormed the local jail and lib- 
erated a serviceman who had been arrested 
after fighting with a civilian. The affair 
will of course be aired in the courts, mili- 
tary or civil. Pending the outcome of the 
invesigation responsibility cannot be fixed 
and comment would be out of place. 

The occurrence does however empha- 
size the long apparent fact that relations 
between civilian elements in Quebec and 
men in uniform are not as cordial as they 
should be. The growing frequency of 
clashes unpleasantly suggests that these 
relations are becoming worse rather than 
better. 

The orderly and responsible people of 
Quebec, who of course constitute the great 
majority, cannot view this trend of things 
without regret and misgiving. They would 
feel very badly if service schools in Que- 
bec were closed and that province treated 
as being “out of bounds” for men in uni- 
form. If that were done, war industries 
in that province would almost certainly be 
also closed. P 

Neither of these things is very likely to 
happen. But that is what is being invited 
by the smouldering feud between certain 
civilian elements and men in uniform. 
Quebec is profiting financially more than 
any other province except Ontario from 
the presence of troops'in training and war 
industries. The stable section of the popu- 
lace should impress that homely but im- 
portant fact upon the turbulent minority. 


Not All Are Helped 


. Under the changed regulations an old 
age pensioner in Alberta may hereafter 
receive the maximum amount of $300 per 
year though he or she has an income from 
other sources or from earnings amounting 
to $125 per year; and in addition $60 per 
year under the provincial Supplementary 
Allowance Act. This brings the total allow- 
able income of an Alberta pensioner up to 
$485 per year, Formerly it has been $425 
per year. There is no increase in pension, 
but the pensioner is allowed to receive $60 
more from other sources without his pen- 
sion being cut down. For blind pensioners 
the maximum is raised to $560 per year, 

Another important change is that if a 
pensioner owns his home or other property 
up to a value of $2,000 the provincial and 
federal Governments will not in future take 
action to recover from his estate the 
amount that has been paid him in pension 
allowances, which they have hitherto done. 

There are other changes which cor- 
respondingly raise the allowable incomes 
of pensioners having dependents, 

While the benefits from this revision of 
the rules are limited to pensioners who 
have other sources of income, oy who are 
still able to earn something, they are all 
in the direction of liberalising the pension 
system, Other provinces, where they are 
moving at. all, are moving in the same di- 
rection, This response to Mr, Ilsley’s con- 
sent that the allowable income limit be 
raised from $365 to $425 encourages a 
hope that something may be done for the 
pensioner who has no outside income at all 
and who is not able to work, His plight is 
not bettered by raising the amount that 
others are allowed to receive as contribu- 
tions or as wages. 
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Employment Money 


Prime Minister King says he is not 
worrying about the difficulty of financing 
a condition of full employment in the 
post-war years; that it can be done without 
increasing the public debt:and while re- 
ducing taxation. That view must commend 
itself to the majority of Canadians, as 
they take the basic and well-known facts 
of the prospective situation into account. 
The real financing of post-war full- 
scale employment will be done by private 
citizens, as they buy things they are now 
doing without and carry out building and 
other plans which they are leaving in abey- 
ance. The money for this they are storing

up in savings certificates and war bonds 
and savings accounts. 

In the matters of clothing, housing, 
furniture, furnishings, automobiles, farm 
implements, and an almost endless array 
of other things of ordinary use, the people 
of the Dominion have been under-spend- 
ing for five years, and wil go on under- 
spending while the war continues. While a 
large part of the money which might have 
gone into these expenditures has been 
taken by war taxes, more than $7,000,000,- 
000 have been laid away in Victory bonds 
alone, while war savings certificates and 
stamps are selling every day in the year 
and savings bank deposits are at all-time 
high levels. 

This stored up reserve of buying power 
will pour a flood of money into the chan- 
nels of business and industry when labor is 
again able to turn from the making of mu- 
nitions into productive activity. The very 
strong probability is that for several years 
after the war ends, the public authority will 
have to be exercised through control meas- 
ures of some kind to prevent private 
spending forcing prices upward, There is 
little likelihood that publie money will have 
to be spent during those years to take up 
any slack in the demand for labor.

Is Allied Struggle With 
Ruling Clique or People 


Of Germany? 

By Henri Fast in “Belgium” 

There is still plenty of contro- 
versy as to whether the United 
Nations are fighting just a clique 
going by the name of Nazis, or 
Germany as a whole, and by Ger- 
many one, of course, implies the 
German people. 

Many distinguished statesmen 
assert that we are fighting only 
the Nazis and that the German 
people are the innocent victims of 
Hitlerism. They contend that when 
Hitler and his principal henchmen 
are gone, poetical peace will take 
the place for militarism in Ger- 
many, 

They have some good arguments 
in favor of their thesis: there was 
a very large number of democrats, 
even communists in pre-Hitler Ger- 
many and the mentality of these 
people cannot have changed in a 
few years. Moreover, think of the 
Rhine people and the Bavarians, 
those easy-going and romantic Ger- 
mans who, surely are not war- 
mongers. 

And the final argument is: one 
cannot kill 65 million Germans; one 
has to put up with them in Europe 
and they represent, moreover, an 
important factor in the old Con- 
tinent’s economy. 

* * * 


That, in a nutshell, is the case 
for the defence. It may contain 
some particles of truth, as most 
arguments do, but the case for the 
prosecution appears to many, and 
especially to the unhappy neigh- 
bors of Germany, far more con- 
vincing. They are strongly of the 
opinion that war is being waged on 
the German people and not on Hit- 
lerism only. They believe that 
Hitler is only an incident in the 
history of Germany, an incident 
similar to many others which have 
brought about a mentality of dom- 
ination, a desire for aggression and 
conquest whenever attempts at 
peaceful annexation are frustrated. 
The very coaching in schools, at 
least for the Jast two hundred 
years, has taught the Germans to 
have faith only in their own super- 
race. There is nothing so bitterly 
impressive as to see thousands of 
children tramping up, at night, in 
the light of torches, to the Lorelei 
and singing lustily martial songs to 
the glory of super-Germany: and 
this goes back to well before World 
Warl, | 

From another angle, the respon- 
sibility of the German people in 
bringing in Hitlerism cannot easily 
be discounted. One forgets too 
quickly that Hitler did not seize 
power by a coup d'etat. He did 
not impose himself on Germany as 
other politicians or generals did 
in various other countries, Hitler 
went through several elections. 
Each time, the number of Germans 
voting for him grew larger and it 
took him several years to build up 
his organization yntil it was strong 
enough to sweep the country at 
regularly held elections. When he 
was called upon by Hindenburg to 
become Chancellor, it was because 
a last free election had given him 
17 million votes. In other words, 
the people, and the people alone, 
brought him into office. 

* * * 


There was, it is true, a minority 
which steadily voted against him. 
But, in the most optimistic terms, 
this minority did not exceed 30 per 
cent of the voters. That was ten 
years ago. Since then, how many 
are there left who still hold anti- 
Hitler views? Many have died, for 
the opposition to Hitlerism was 
concentrated mainly among the 
older people. Many more have 
been unable to have a clear idea 
of what is going on in democratic 
countries, 

We will not take into account 
those Germans who are Nazis out 


they might revert to saner ideas 
when Germany is beaten. But even 
those Germans, how many are 
there? And who can tell whether 
they would come round, in fact, to 
a trend of thought similar to Strese- 
man’s finassieren? Anyway, how 
}many will be sincere? 

And what of the new German 
generation brought up even more 
jaggressively in the school of 
Deutschland ueber alles? The gen- 
leration of young Germans, now less 
than 30 years of age and who judge 
life and the world only through 
Hitler principles? Those young 
people who for years will be the 
backbone of the German nation? 

So how many so-called “good” 
Germans are there in Germany? 
Five per cent? Ten per cent? 
Surely, not many more. Their in- 
fluence is nil and will always be 
near zero. Even if, by any chance, 
there is a collapse in Germany, it 
will not be because the German 
people will have wanted to get rid 
of Hitler, but because it will have 
got sick of the war, of a war which 
will not have brought lasting con- 
quests quickly enough. And one 
may be sure that if good care is not 
taken against it, the German people 
will, a few years later, find another 
Kaiser or another Hitler to lead 
them once more on the battlefields, 
with still better arms, against 
peaceful democracies, as they 
found them in the last two cen- 
turies, 

x * % 


This way of presenting the prose- 
cution’s case may sound cruel to 
those Germans who have emigrated 
and who lead a decent life in their 
newly and sincerely adopted coun- 
tries. It may appear even harsher 
to people of German descent who 
are loyal citizens of the new coun- 
tries where they are born. But they 
do not know the real spirit prevail- 
ing in Germany or have forgotten 
all about’ it, thanks to the influence 
of the democratic atmosphere in 
which they now live. 

They would have formed, if they 
had remained in Germany, the 
“good” Germans, But, once again, 
how many are they? 

The men who fight the German 
people and not Hitler alone cannot 
conceive that for the sake of that 
minority—ten per cent at the ut- 
most—one should leave the other 
90 per cent free to organize for the 
next year. 

To a Belgian, the invaders of 1940 
are not different from those of 1914. 
It is no use telling him that the 
Versailles Treaty is responsible for 
everything, or, on the contrary, 
that if one had firmly applied that 
‘Treaty, there would have been no 
war. Plundering, deportation and 
shooting of innocent men, women 
and children are not acts for which 
Hitlerism alone is responsible. The 
German armies of 1914— armies 
composed cf the German people— 
behaved similarly, The Germans 
of Hitler have, displayed the same 
will for agression as those of the 
Kaiser, and the preliminary moves 
to arm the Germans were made by 
the people of the so-called demo- 
cratic regime which administered 
{Germany before Hitler came 
power,

The British are not of a different 
opinion, True enough, before they 
felt what ruthless German attacks 
mean, they were somewhat indif- 
ferent in the matter. Before the 
London fire, a poll organized on 
the Gallup system, disclosed that 
only ten per cent of the British 
were in favor of war against the 
German people as a whole. How- 
ever, a new poll, taken well after 
the German wholesale bombing 
stopped, showed that nearly 60 per 
cent of the British were for war 
against the German people and not 
against Hitler alone. If a poll were 
taken among Germany's immediate 
neighbors, the percentage would be 
}90 or 100 per cent. And it is not 
jeasy to disregard that 


to} 


countries should not have a pre- 
dominant influence at the peace 
conference following the end of the 
war. 

What will be done with Germany 
after the war, we will leave to the 
able men who direct the United 
Nations’ war effort. But, one should 
never cease to stress the fact that 
if this war is one against ‘a so-called 
New Order which is the negation 
of everything dear to civiliization 
and democracy, it is also a war 
against a people, against the Ger- 
man people, whose aggressive men- 
tality is directly responsible for 
this war. And one may, of course, 
add to them the Japanese and, to a 
smaller degree, the Italians, 
——EEE \

It is the fond hope of most 
new parents that if they do all the 
right things, follow all the rules 
and regulations of proper care 
and feeding, their children will 
never be any bother to them. 
This is, as stated, a fond hope, 
not a realistic viewpoint of child- 
hood. 

The very act of growing, during 
which time children are in con- 
stantly changing relationship to 
| their parents and to their environ- 
}ment, makes for trouble. We hardly 
get one web of misconduct cleared 
away before another and a differ- 
ent type springs into prominence. 
| To expect to live with a child 
who never gets in mischief, is 
never destructive, quarrelsome, 
noisy, adventuresome, antagonistic, 
rude, or deliberately disobedient, 
lis to expect the impossible. 


There are no such children. 
For it is only by acting in all 
such ways—which is the child’s 
| attempt to test the existing rela- 
tionships—that he can decide 
which way is the most profitable 
to him. It is only when he sees 
what happens, when he behaves 
or misbehaves, that he is able to 
judge the value of conduct about 
which his parents talk the most 
convincingly. 

Children don't believe us when 
|we say, “You'll be happier if you 
do as we suggest.” But even if the 
“what happens” isn't painful pun- 
ishment, it is or should be a reac- 
tion to misconduct which shows the 
child that it has more unpleasant 
|than pleasant results. 

Perhaps the reaction may be 
jonly the mother’s prompt removal 
lof the child from the outdoors 
when he won't stay where he is 
told to stay.
